IN JOINT SESSION

Three important changes were 
made this week in the student gov- 
ernment constitution by the stu- 
dent-faculty committee on the re- 
organization of student government. 

The changes adopted by the joint 
committee are:

2> inclusion of two fr?shman rep- 
resentatives elected bv and from 
the freshman class, in the student 
legislature. 

» incorporation of a detailed 
definition of the composition, and 
powers of an election beard in place 
of the nominating board in the 
oi ic in *ii constitution.

He was given the position 
cf instructor in history at Ohio

professor from 1921 until 1925. at 
which time he was raised to the 
lank of professor. 

IB the period from 1924 to 1931 
Dr. Wittke served as professor of 
history in the summer schools of 
various institutions, including the 
University of Indiana. University of 
Chicago and the University of 
West Virginia. 

Dr. Wittke was cne of the editors 
of the Mississippi Valley Review 
from 1927 until 1932 when he be- 
came a member of the staff of the 
Canadian Historical Review, acting 
in that capacity until 1935 He Is a 
member of the American Historical 
society, the Mississippi Valley His- 
torical association. Canadian His- 
torical association, an honorary 
member of the Deutsche Akademie 

In 1932 Dr. Wittke was appointed 
by the Deutsche Akademie of Mun- 
ich to deliver a series of lectures 
commemorating the 200th anniver- 
sary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington. 

Some of the best known books 
which Dr. Wlttke has written are 
"A History of Canada." a widely 
used text book. "The History of 
English Parliamentary Privilege." 
Tambo and Bones." a history of 
American minstrel stage, and 
•George Washington und Seine

Austin. Texas. May 18— Modem 
American education, in the opinion 
of the majority of the million and 
half college students now getting 
educated, is not meeting present day 
i:e?ds 

Six out of every one hundred 
students in our colleges anl uni- 
versities have some indictment to 
make The Student Opinion Sur- 
•»vs of America have discoverc.l 
this in a national poll conducted 
for the Kernel and eighty-seven 
other campus publications ceo per- 
il ting in these studies 

Some may say that the average 
college boy is a chronic complainer 
about his school work But inter- 
viewers for the Surveys found that 
most of these students are able to 
put into words what they think edu- 
cation needs The great cry is for 
more vocatibnal training and spe- 
cialiaed study. Overwhelmingly 
collegians every where made that 
statement — although many were 
found who want colleges to change 
their courses of study with an em- 
phasis on cultural background and 
liberal arts 



Still approximately every stu- 
dent approached seemed to say. We 
are petting too much theory that 
we cannot use in finding a job when 
we step from college into a world

Back in baseball prosperity fol- 
ic\ing three successive wins, the 
Kentucky Wildcats will nail shut 
their 12 game schedule for the sea- 
son against the Tennessee Vols to- 
morrow afternoon in Knoxville. 

For Kentucky the game will offer 
a chance to pull its record for the 
year up to the .500 mark. In a pre- 
vious meeting on Stoll field the 
Wildcats whacked all available Vol 
pitchers for 16 hits and an 18-5 win. 

In the last home game Tuesday 
afternoon. Kentucky banged three 
Xavier Musketeer pitchers like a fire 
house gong and slammed out a 24-9 
victory The Cats went after the 
Muskies like men with parched 
throats go for ice water and collect- 
ed a total of 21 hits.
